fo: all Chould bee well. Well ꝙ the biſhop, ) bee it 
as well as it will, it will neuer ber lo well as we 
haue ſeen it, and then the meſſenger depar - 
ted. Wherrupon the byſſHhop called vp his ſer⸗ 
uauntes befoze dapt light, and tooke with hym 
the greate ſeale and came betoꝛe daye to the quene 
about whom he founde muche heupneſſe, rumble, 
haſte, buſyneſſe , conueighaunce and caryage of 
birſtaffe into ſanctuary, tuery manne was buſye 
to catye, beate and conttetgh ſtuffe, cheſtcs and fer 


delles, no mannt was vnoccupied , and ſome cas 


ryed moze then thet were commaunded to another 
place.

And in the meane tyme that he wayted fo2 they, 
he (ent a litle bote with a fewe in it a lad to knowe 
what thei were that ſtoode on the ſhoze, his fredes 
oz enemies. To whoin thole ſouldyours beeyng 
bcfoze taught what thet ſhould (ate, aunſwered 
thatthet were the frendes of Henty and were aps 
poynted by Þ duke of Buckynghm̃ there to abide 
his commyng and to conducte hym to thoſe caſtel- 
les and holdes where his tentes , pauplyons and 
artillary fo: the warre late, and where remapned 
fo: hym a greate power that entended nowe with 
all ſpede to (ct vpon kyng Rychard while he was 
nowe fled foz feare and cleane without pzoutfion, 
and therfoꝛe beſought hym to come alande.

Wherkoꝛe he 
delired him moſte louingly to be cõteted. But this 
was not hable to mitigate oz (wage the Scottes 
 611gre a outrageoulneſſe. Foz the whiche cauſe Ri 
chard biſhop of Dureſme whiche was moze hcute 
then all other, becauſe his ſeruũates were ß begtu- 
ners of this diſcozd , wꝛote many letters to kyng 
James to defire hym to kepe peace à bee at quiet. 
With the whiche letters the kynges rage was (0 
quenched,Þ he bothe ſent verie kpnd letters again 
to hym, and deſired hym hartely to come ouer and 
taltze with hym.

Of the whiche thyng albeit the bi⸗ 
ſhop was glad in his heart, yet he would make no 
perfect aunſwere oz ſhewefozth any (urc hope of Þ 
ſame,dut ſaied that when he came home, he would 
dooe the beſt in the matter that late in hym. Wher 
kde the kyng ſhoztly after dimiſſed hym, and deſi⸗ 
red hym erneſtly to bꝛeake Þ ſame matter to kyn 
Hetty. And whe he was come home, ſo he did, and 
p:offer pleaſed Þ kyng verte well, becauſe hewas a 
manne whiche was alwates moze delited w peace 
x quietnes then W the troubleſomneſſe, ot battaill. 
Aud now did appꝛoch Þ death of Perkin War⸗ 
beck, and of Edwarde erle of XOarwicke whiche 
had ſo long lyen all readie in the tower.
